Consistently 
grows 5% feet tall, and will hold its florets open in the 
field for days without damage. Opens 10 or more 6” 
florets on a long straight spike. Perfect double row 
placement. Extra good keeper. Have bloomed it five 
years and know it will hold up. Will release only a 
limited amount this year. Personally, I believe it will 
rank right along with my La Valle, Nellie Lou, Chinook, 
and the rest. Take it from me, it is really outstanding.
